“A second man was sent back to 
look for him when the Mangyans 
arrived without Kauch He re- 
turned, reporting only hearing a 
sound on the opposite bank of the 
river. We-waited anxiously some 
time longer, und fearing that one of 
the Mangyans had done away with 
him or that-he kad shipped and fal- 
len. into the river, we were orgniz: 
ing a searching party with lanterns 
when Captain Kauch’ returned un- 
harmed. ; 

“A new danger beset us.on. the 
next stage of the journcy, when we 
left the river valley and plunged 
into a dense jungle, which seemed 
filled with leeches, ‘The only way 
to .avoid them, particularly when 
sleeping, was to build cur beds on 
prles two feet off the ground. The 
leeches, wouldn’t climb that high. 
In the jungle more of the shy Ba- 
gongs nppeared, but whenever we 
approached a village they ran away 
frightened and hid themselves, 

“In an endeavor to reassure 
them, we sant our Mangyan guide 
ahend to the next. village to tell 
them that we:would bring them no 
harm. 4ms finally led to finding 
two inhabitants, of one barrio, 
an eld couple - who chatted 
with one ‘another 
animation... We named. 
man Jerusalem and tried'to teach 
him his new name.~ He reached 
the point where he could repeat 
Yu-slem and let it ‘go at that. 

“Following an old Mangyan 
trail, the only passage which led 
east and west in ‘this wild, jungle 
country, we were at 
brought to the Ammay basin, 
where. some.of :the ;North Mang- 
yang informed us that one white 
man, ten years ago, had gone up 
the’same trail we had come down, 
That was their only knowledge of 
white explorers. All the other 
natives we met had never even 
heard of a white man before.

struck where the natives reeogniz- 
ed the value of money. . Hitherto 
we had paid for all services and 
food ‘with nothing but. salt, red 
cloth and rice. From. Baco we. 
went to Calapan along the coast 
and thence by boat to Puerfa 
Galera, where we ‘got a ferry to 
take us to’Bataigas and tame. to 
Manila by train?’ : ’ 

After resting for a day; Captain 
Eagle and Captain, Kauch set'forth 
from Camp Nichols. on Monday in 
a Martin bomber, to cover in the 
air the route travered -on foot. 
Checking all their topographical 
surveys, they found that their 
calculations had been within a mile

education as a parent, deeply con- 
cerned to tell other parents what 
he, has found to be truo about the 


upbringing of young children; and ” r 


his quick intelligence: makes him 
lucid, able in statenient, and so 
gently acid in his humour that we 
hardly realise the destruction of 
our favourite parental , sentimen- 
talities. 


In one senge, the thesis appears, 


to be dreadfully’ realistic, There 
ig, not much glamour, not much of 
the -infant as railing clouds of 


glory in his comings Tho infant }- 
‘is a thing of reflexes and inatincta, 


ready from the. first to add habits 
to its repertoire. This may be 
damping for the idealist; but it is 
worth noticing, in this hook, that 
Mr, Rugsell-is very much of an 
idealist himself, about his own 
children, He displays his cold 
logic only In putting their training 
in sound habit first, and our delizht 
in the dear little things second. 


An alarming . thought, for 


parents, is contained in the proved |’ 
doctrine. of modern. psychology that |’ 


nearly al) the fundamenta) traits 
in a child’s character are establish- 
ed by the time he is five years old. 
We have to be terribly careful—- 
and then, if we are ‘so terribly care~ 
ful we shall. give .the child an 
anxiety-neurosis, born of our own 
anxiety. Mr, Russell suggests a 
quiet simplicity. in our dealings 


with children; and ‘his, exposition |” 


of this sane and normal’ attitude 
between parent and child; leading 
on from a contact in'terma of fact 
to a contact in terms of feoling,- is | 
both vivid and refreshing, The 
emotional factor is not repressed: 
it comes: out, by ‘natural’ stages, 
into the open air. 

On, the special problem’, of 
natural education about sex, Mr. 
Russell adheres to the simple ind 
sound ‘princijle' that.we ought to 
answer all ‘the. questions chat 


children ask, exactly as they arise: }- 


and that we must be ready for 
these questions, not embarrassed 
nor nervous sbout them, so that we 
may be’ able to tell the exact truth 
a3 we know it, a8 300n as ‘the 
child's imagination requires this 
or that fact, But Mr. Russell goes 


beyond this prescription of answer- A 


ing. honestly all the questions that’ 


our children ask, and of maintain-|- 


ing the free and open attitude that 
will make {t possible for them to 
ask us anything under the sun. 
We are, on the whole, so stunid 
about sex that our children may 
meet many others all ready to im 


part an ‘unhealthy. idea of it: and]. 


therefcre we ought to forestall this 


contamination by going a little|- 


ahead of our children's natural 
and spontaneous questionings. It 
isa ticklish . business.for most 
parents: Mr, Russell’ book gives 


an idea of the right attitude and 


method.
